THE CROPS OF THE 8TATE. 


The latest report from the state depart- 
ment of agriculture represents the con- 
dition of the crops on the 15th instant, 


Wh ie Tuo and 
Bioged welladvancedin MALuRity.| The 
Male avétages are put down as follows: 
corn; 86;-cotton 73t¢; sugarcane; 65; 
sorghum, 118; sweet potatoes, 79; ground 
peas, 99; field peas, 84; apples; 48; tur- 
aips, 115; wheat, 112; cate.145.. The 
three last state the average sowings as 
compare with those of last year. It will 
be seen from these figures that the com- 
missioner’s previous estimates of the 
yield of corn and cotton have been singu- 
larly accurate. 

The averages of Fulton county are as 
follows: Corn, 83; cotton, 76; sweet po- 
tatoes, 68; field peas, 200; apples, 25; 
turnips, 100; wheat, 102; oats, 160. The 
increased acreage in turnips, wheat and 
oats throughout the county aud state is 
encouraging. The acreage in wheat is 
twelve per cent greater than last year, 
and it is estimated that the next 
oat = crop will be forty-five 
per cent greater than the present ore. 
These are gratifying facts, says the 
¢ -mmissioner, thatfindicate a speedy re- 
turn on the part of the farmers of Geor- 
gia toa wise and judicious sgricultural 
policy which, if persisted in, will soon 
placc them on the high grounds of pk nty 
and independence. 

Eighty per cent. of the correspondents 
report cotton picking as well advanced 
as at tle sime time Jact ycar. Many re- 
port itifrom 25 to 50 percent. more ad- 
vanced. Manyin south Georgia report 
the crop nearly all picked, aud some say 
all. This is in consequence of the severe 
drou'h in September, which cut of the 
topcrop. These facts combined with 
the great ecarcity of smoney, have forced 
cotton forward upon the market more 
rapidly than usual. The large reccipts 
are, therefore, not a correct indication 
of thecrop made. S'xty-three per cent. 
ofthe correspondents report the cotton 
saved in as good condition as last year. 

Freedmen are reported indebted to 
farmers and merchants for supplics ad- 
vanced to them last year, $1,465,700. 
This is not surprising, says the commis- 
sioner, since tn the July report, 42 per 
cent. of the farmers who employ labor 
for a partof the crop, are reported as 
giving cne half of the crop as compensa- 
tion for the labor. The practice tov, 
of renting iand to irresponsible freed- 
men, who generally must be supplied in 
adraunce, with stock, implements, fertili- 
zers, and food for themselves and fami- 
ies as wel! as for their stock, isan anom.- 
aly in the history of business transactions. 
Not only is capital advanced to them and 
valuable property entrusted to them, but 
the culire management of the farm left 
to them. It is mot reasunable to sup- 
pose that men naturally indolent,ignorant 
a2d superstitious, mere muscular autom- 
ata by habit, having been accustomed to 
direction even, in the minutia of their 
work, could, by a presidential proclama- 
tion, be converted into intelligent and 
reliable business managers, As well 
might the commonest soldier in the ranks 
be expected to skillfully maneuvre to day 
the army of which he was but yesterday 
an integral part.

A SOLDIER’S STORY. 


How a Soldier’s Galiantry was Re- 
warded by a Southerra BelleesA 
Remunisence of the War. 


(From the Kansas City Journal.) 


It was in the winter of 1865,shortly be- 
fore the relapse of the rebellion that 
General Shaler, commanding at De Vail’s 
Bluff, Arkansas, sent a detachment of 
cavalry up into the Cache river country 
to intercept some contraband goods that 
were being smuggled through the lines to 
the enemy. That @ matry was an almost 
interminable wilderness of swamps and 
forests of cypress and gum trees at that 
time, and was the last place in America 
that any one would be supposed to choose 
ahome. There were occasional spots, 
however, of a few hundred acres each, 
a little higer than the surrounding 
country, that by much expense had been 
converted into handsome and valua. 
ble estates, with large and preten- 
tious residences for the wealthy owners, 
who, though isolated from _ the 
busy world, were content to forego 
some of its pleasures for the peace and 
quiet seclusion thus afforded. Once 
each year, when thecotton was ready for 
shipment, and the little river was swol- 
len by the winter rains, asteamer would 
come up to the plantation and take the 
season’s product and the planter’s family 
to New Orleans, where the cotton would 
be disposed of and a year’s supplies pur- 
chased. Then, after a few weeks spent 
in the scciety of the metropolis, the 
would be carried safeiy back to the land- 
iug athome. Thus the years were spent 
until the children, who had been under 
instructors at home, were far enough ad- 
vanced to be sent abroad ‘to finish their 
education. 

It was at one of these plantations that 
the squadron of cavalry was halted and 
dismounted about daylight, with instruc- 
tions to surround the house and allow 
no one to escape, The lieutenant then 
directed a sergeantand six men to go 
through the house and seize any goods 
that might be contraband of war. The 
detail was made, and the men proceeded 
to their work. Entering the nouse, the 
sergeant made the inmates acquainted 
with the nature of his errand, and as- 
sured them that all private property 
shou'd be respected. When the party 
ascendei the stairs leading to the second 
story, one of the men a young Prussian 
who had landed in this country just in 
time to enlist, remained below, and 
passed into the parlor. Perhaps the sin- 
gle occupant of the rvom,a beautiful git], 
may have attracted him, and perhaps he 
didn’t just like this unceremonious 
style ot ransacking a  gentleman’s 
house, war or no war. At any rate, the 
squad got along without him, and came 
down presently, and continued their 
search. All the rooms had been visited 
except one, and into this went the entire 
party, young lady and all. There were 
four large trunks there, all of the same 
pattern and entirely new. The suspi- 
cions of the soldiers were aroused still 
more when the young lady asked the 
p.ivilege of opening and displaying the 
contents of them herself. The request 
was granted, but each man scanned the 
articles as they were taken out, expect- 
ing the long-iooked for bolts of Con- 
tederate cloth would be brought to light 
They were disappointed, however; there 
was nothing but what was evidently 
intended for the household, aud the 
last trunk iad beeu emptied of its con- 
tents—not quite, forthe sergeant noticed 
that the drawer in the lid had not been 
opened and called the girl’s attention {to it. 
| With asligbt tremor of her voice, she 
replied that there was nothing but pri- 
vate property, and she did not wish to 
remove it. ‘This attracted the attention 
of the men, who gathered around, when 
the sergeant again demanded that the 
search be made. Still the girl, who was 
kneeling by the trunk, with her hands 
resting on the lid, made no movemcnt, 
but looked imploringly into the faces of 
the soldiers. She was a beautiful crea- 
ture, scarcely seventeen, yet with all the 
grace and bearing of an accomplished 
lady. Before the sergeant could repeat 
the order, or execute it himself, the 
Prassian, with the touch of the hat anda 
polite bow to his superior officer, said: 

‘““If the lady gives you her word of 
honor that there is nothing there weseek, 
you should be satisfied.”

The Two-thirds Rule. 
[Albavy News. } 

The Gr.ffin News and Messenger bas 
its say about the “two-thirds rule,” and 
in opposing with vehemence and viru- 
lence a reutrn to the ee rule, gets 
off this remarkable byperboic: 

‘‘We want no deviation from the old, 
well--tried and successful rules. The 
pure, patriotic Jeffersonian principles 
which animated the breasts and con- 
trolled the actions of our noble ancestors, 
are such as aroused the admiration of the 
world and made our ccuntry the best 
government ever known.” 

If brother Brown will study the his- 
tory of the ‘two-thirds rule,” he will find 
that itis not a “‘Jeffersonian principle,” 
and that it did not ‘‘animate the breasts 
and control the actions of our noble an- 
cestors.” It was a fraud in the begia- 
ning, and is perpetuated to defeat the 
will of the people. 

The rule was a wily trick, adop‘ed to 
ki'l off Martin Van Buren in the national 
democratic convention in 1844, who was 
a prominent candidate for the nomina- 
tion for a second term. The trick suc- 
ceeded, and a second rate man, in the 
person of James K. Polk, was the unob- 
jectionable compromise nominee that 
made Henry Clay exclaim, ‘‘beat again, 
by God!’ 

The rule was never mentioned in any 
previous convention, and would not then 
except for Van Buren’s free soil procliv- 
ities. 

In 1848 the precedent was adhered te, | 
and so disturbed the harmony of the 
party as to enabie ‘‘old Whiteley” to get 
away with Mr. Cass. 

in 1852 it turned up the obscure and 
harmless citizen of New Hampshire, set 
ting aside the long tried, meritorious and 
ablest men of the party. 

in 1856 it gave us the impotent, imbe- 
cile old bachel or Buchanan. 

And in 1860, at Charleston it disinte- 
grated the party, put two democratic 
candidates in the field, elected Lincoln 
and brought on the war. 

After the war, in 1868, it was exhum- 
ed from the debris of a nation’s ruin and 
forced Mr. Seymour upon the party, and 
again in 1872 overthrew us with Horace 
Greeley as its ill-starred offspring. 

The truth is the rule is not and ought 
never to be the recogevized custom or 
policy of the party. 

It is simply a fungus, and has accom- 
plished BO pebaps, only in the single 
instance of Geve'éping Joe Brown in 
1857. 

The writer was in the gubernatcrial 
convention of December 1871, ard a 
member of the committee on rules and 
business. The gifted and lamented Gar- 
nett McMillen urged the two-thirds rule, 
but the committee reportedin favor of 
the ge! rule by a vote of 10 to 4. 

Mr. McMillan opposed the adoption of 
the majority report before the conven- 
tion, in an able and eloquent speech. 
We made the only speechin reply, in 
which we gavethe history and evil effects 
of the rule. The vote of the convention 
was 131 for majority and 88 for two- 
thirds, 

The convention that nominated Gov. 
Smith in July, 1872, again ignored 
the monstrous absurdity, and nominated 
by acclamation. 
With such a record can any well mean- 
ing democrat insist upon its perpetuation. 
It was begotten in iniquity, and has hved 
on the prostitution of honor and the de- 
bauchery of the party. Let it sleep in, 
the grave wherein we interred it in 1471.
